The  Population  at  the  middle  of  1895  was  estimated  to  be  5547  persons  on  the  reduced 
area  of  1600  acres. 

This  result  was  arrived  at  by  the  method  adopted  by  the  Registrar-General. 

During  the  year  1895  157  Births  were  registered,  including  86  of  Alales,  and  71  of  Females. 
This  gives  a  Birth  rate  per  1000  persons  living  in  the  district  of  28'3  as  against  26’ i  in  1894. 

Seventy-two  Deaths  were  registered,  viz.,  33  of  Males,  and  39  of  Females. 

The  Death  rate  was  12-9,  as  against  i5'5  in  1894. 

The  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  caused  the  deaths  of  only  two  persons;  they  were  one 
from  Diphtheria,  and  one  from  Diarrha-a,  thus  giving  a  Zymotic  Death  rate  of  0-3  as  against  i'5 
in  1894. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  30  cases  were  notified,  as  against  23  in  1894, 
including  20  of  Scarlet  Fever,  4  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  Enteric  Fever,  and  5  of  Erysipelas. 

SCARIiET  FEVER. — No  death  resulted  from  the  20  cases  reported,  of  wdrich  7  were 
under  5  years  of  age. 

Three  cases  occurred  among  scholars  attending  the  Holme  Endowed  School,  and  it  was  thought 
desirable  to  close  it  for  a  fortnight  during  November.  The  disease  was  not  due  to  sanitary  defects 
on  the  premises ;  but  the  managers  at  my  suggestion  promptly  carried  out  some  alterations  during 
the  time  of  closure,  which  were  desirable  for  the  well-  being  of  the  scholars. 

DIPHTHERIA.— Four  cases  were  reported,  one  of  which  took  a  fatal  course,  as  against 
two  cases  with  one  death  in  1894. 

The  fatal  case  took  place  in  November,  and  was  that  of  a  little  girl,  aged  4  years. 


ENTERIC  FEVER  . — One  case  was  notified,  and  the  patient  recovered. 


WHOOPING  COUGH  . — No  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred,  which  is  most  satisfactory, 
since  it  appears  that  there  were  many  children  affected  during  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

ISOLATION.  -The  new  Isolation  Hospital,  which  was  completed  in  August  last,  is  an 
up-to-date  building,  to  which  cases  of  infectious  disease  can  be  sent  with  every  confidence,  both 
as  to  sanitation  and  management.  It  is  well  designed,  and  provided  with  an  efficient  disinfecting 
apparatus,  and  has  already  been  useful  in  isolating  several  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  cases. 

Mr.  Harmer’s  Report  on  work  carried  out  during  the  year,  the  usual  table  of  vital  statistics, 
and  the  returns  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board  are  included.
